To the 
first of your inquiries, namely, “ whether the 
bank of the United States will be disposed to 
lend that sum (2,250,000) in two equal instal- 
mens, viz. on the Ist October next,and on the Ist 
January, 1810,” T am desired to state, that there 
is every disposition on the part of this board to 
comply with the wishes of government. but it 

s to them, tivat they are not authorised by 
the act of 1795, to makea loan for the reim- 
bursement of the stock created by the act of 
1807; besides there are considerations which 
now present themselves of much importance to 
the institution, arising from ihe short duration 
of the charte#, with which a loan reimbursable 
at the pleasure of the United States may imter- 
fere. To evince however the friendly disposi- 
tion of the board, they do not hesitate to agree 
to the loan, provided it is not wanted for a more 
distant period than the time when the present 
charter of the bank avill expire, at an interest of 
six per cent. per annum, and provided also, a 
law ts obtaine’' at the next session of Congress 
giving them aathority to make it. © 

To your second inquiry, viz.‘ whether the

to the negociation He was precluded al- 
so bv his. instructions from entertaining 
any oth: r question in connexion with the 
specific one of redress for the aggresston 
in the case of the Leopard and Chesa- 
peake. The president with some difficul- 
ty consented at length ‘to a separate ad- 
justment of this case. He‘reftsed how- 
ever to rescind his proclamation. The 
consequence was, Mr. Rose returned to 
his country without effecting ‘the object of 
his mission. 

It should here be observed, that Mr. 
Madison justified the president's refusal to 
rescind the proclamation, because Mr. 
Rose would not previously specify the a- 
mount of reparation whicly he was autho- 
rised to offer. Mr Rose Would only say, 
that the provisions of his instructions were 
such as to have produced a conviction in 
his own mind that they would “enable 
him to terminate the Negociation amica- 
bly and satisfactorily.” ‘Bat what was the 
direct inference from Mr. Madison’s pla- 
cing the president’s refusal.on such a 
ground of justification ? Clearly it was 
(nis: “nat fie doubted if'the reporution to 
be offered would be equivalent to that al- 
ready assumed by the proclamation. There 
could be no other reason why a specifica- 
tion of tie intended redress should be 
made a prerequisite to the recall of the 
proclamation, when its recall would follow 
of course, if such redress should be deem- 
ed sufficient. And this was the inference 
actually made. The proclamation was 
regarded, if not in its origin, at least in its 
continuation vader subsisting circumstan 
ces, as a measure of “ retaliation and self- 
assumed redress.” In this view of it, the 
objection to negociate during its continu- 
ance in force. was unquestionably just, 
Nations have but two methods of redres- 
sing their wrongs: By negociation, or by 
force. And the nation which has under 
taken even though but partially to redress 
its wrongs by the latter, has no right to 
expect a distinct and voluntary indemnity 
by the former. 

Hitherto then the British governmen: 
had infflexibly ad@.ered to every prefimina- 
ry condition at ay time insisted on by it, 
us essential to the, prosecution of the ne- 
gotiation. The American government 
had, at the same time, so far receded from 
the grownds at first taken by it, as to aban- 
} don a condition which had been declared 
to be “ indisfensadle.” Wt bad agreed to 
accept reparation for the attack on the 
Chesapeake, without the “entire abolition 
| of impressments” being previously or even 
| simultaneously “arranged.” The only 
remaining obstack: to negociation was the 
proclamation of the president aiready so 
much complained of. But this instru. 
ment was represented as not more objec- 
tionable for the reason that it had the ap- 
pearance of “ retaliation and self-assumed 
redress,” than upon anether account. It 
was considered, by interdicting our ports 
to England and not to France, to have 
placed the relations of those belligerents 
to this country upon a footing of inequaii- 
ty, incompatible with the obligations ef an 
impartial neutrality. 

The dispute then, as between us and 
the addresser, is brought to an issue upon 
this single question: Was er was not the 
frroclamation rescinded, expressly or in ef- 
fict, before the late communications of Mr. 
Erskine to Mr. Madison ? 

We quote in answer to this enquiry the 
close of the Srd section of the non-inter- 
course law ; which, having first imposed 
a common interdiction against the ships 
of both England and France, enacts— 
“and alland every actand acts heretofore 
frassed, which shall de within the purview of 
this act, shall be, and the same are hereby 
refiealed.” 

If it shall be said that the interdiction 
was still continued against British vessels 
by the non intercourse law as effectually 
as it had been by the proclamation, we 
answer, first, that it was no longer a spe- 
cific exclusion of British vessels only, but 
a general one of all; and therefore not 
liable to the exception taken to the procla- 
mation as being parti.) towards France: 
secondly, that the interdiction by the non- 
iatercourse law was not, as by the procla- 
mation, imposed erpress/y wm consequence 


predicated upon any allusion to it; anc 
therefore was not liable to the other ob- 
jection against the prochamation, that it 
was a species of “ retaliation or self-assu- 
} med redress.” 

And this is precisely the light in which 
the Non-intercourse act was viewed by 
Mr. Erskine himself, at the date of his 
vecent communications. “ Considering,” 
says he, “ the act passed by the Congress 
of the United Stateson the firstof March, 
(usually termed the Non-intcrcourse) as 
having fproduceda state of equality,in the re- 
lations of the two belligerent fiowers, with 
resfiect to the United States, I have to sub- 
mit conformably toinstructions” &c. And 
it is evident frem president Madison’s 
Messaye to Congress that he also consid- 
ered the act in question in the same light, 
and imputed the communications of Mr. 
Erskine to this capse alone. He says, 
“in consequence of the provisions of the 
act interdicting commercial mtercourse 
with Great Britain and France, our Min- 
isters at London and Paris were, without 
delay, instructed to let % be anderatood by 
‘he French and British governments, that 
the uuthority vested in the executive, to 
renew Commercial imercourse with their 
respect Ve nations. would be exercised in 
the case specified by that act.” And’

The Anniversary of American Inde- 
pendence, was celebrated in the town of 
Cambridge, with more than ordinary pat- 
riotism and good order, by the lederal 
Republicans, cheered by the presence of 
the ladies, whose appearance added to the 
vrilliancy of the scene.

Battle of Ratisbon. 
On the 23d, at day break, the army 
advanced upon Ratisbon; tne advanced 
guard, formed by the division of Gudin, 
and by the curiassicrs of Nansoulz and 
St. Sulpice, and they very scopcame i 
sight of the enemy's cavalry, which: at- 
tempted to cover the city. Three suc- 
cessive charges took place, all of which 
were to our advantage. Light thousand 
of their troops having been cut to pleces, 
the enemy precipitateiy repassed the Dan- 
ube. During these procecdiags, our light 
infantry tried 1€ get posscss10D uf the city. 





By a mst unaccountable disposition of his 
force, the Austrian General sacrificed six 
regiments there withont any reason. The 
city is surrounded with a bad wall, a 
bad ditch, and a bad counterscarp — 
The artillery heaving arrived, the ci- 
ty was battered with some 13 pound- 
ers, 
one part of the fortifications where 
by means of a ladder, it was possible to 
descend into the ditch, and to pass on the 
other side through a breath in the wal! 

The Duke of Montebello caused a battal- 
ion to pass through this opening, they 
gained a postern, and introduced them 

selves into the city. All thosewho made 
resistance were cut to pieces the number 
of prisoners excceded 8000, In conse- 
quence of these unskilful dispositions, the 
enemy had not time to destroy. the bridges, 
and the French passed pellsmell with them 
to the left bank. A part ofit was on fire 
during the night, but by the efforts of 
Gen, Moraud and his division, it was ex- 
tinguished. Thus, at the battle of Abens- 
berg, the Emperor beat separately the iwo 
corps of the Archduke Louis and Gen. 
Keller; at the battle of Landshut he took 
the centre of their commuivrations and 
the general depot uf their magazines and 
arullery ; finally, at the battle gi Eckmuhi, 
the four corps of Hobenzalicrn, Rosen- 
berg, Kollowrath, and Lichtenstein, were 
defeated. In all these Battles, our loss 
amounted .to 12000 killed). and 4000 
wounded!!! Ta hs 

Of 220,000 of which the’Austrian army 
was composed, all have been ‘éhgaged ex- 
cept 20,000 men, commanded by Gen. Ke!- 
legarde. On the other ‘hand pear one 
half of the French army have not fired a 
slot. 

The enemy astonished by rapid move- 
ments, whick were out of their calcula- 
tion, Were in a moment deprived of their 
hopes, and precipitated from a delirium of 
presumption to a despondency approach- 
ing to despair. 


Second Bulletin. 
Head-Quarters, Muhldorff, April 27. 
When the Emperor left Landshut, he 

sent the Duke of Istria te proceed to the 
Inn and pursue the two corps of the enemy 
beaten at Abensburg and Landshut. 

The Austrians found on thé other side 
of Newmark a Corps of Reserve, which 
had arrived on the Inn ; there they col- 
lected and guve battle at Newmark,on the 
25th. 

The Baverians. though inferior in num- 
ber, preserved their position. On the 
24th the Emperor had sent Rivoli’s corps 
from Rautisboo to Struberg, and from 
thence .o Passau, where it arrived on the 
26th. He passed the Inn and occupied 
Scharding. 

On the 25th Montebello had orders 
to march upon Muhldorff£ On the 27th 
he passed the Inn, and proceeded to Salza. 

To-day the Emperor’s H. Quarters 
are at Muhlidorff. Jellachich’s corps, 
who occupied Munich, is pursued by the 
Duke of Dantzic. 

The Duke of Auerstadt is gone in pur- 
suit of Prince Charles, who is cut off 
from the Inn, and Vienna, and has retir- 
ed into the mountains of Buhemia, 

With respect to the Emperor of Aus- 
tria, he appears to have becn before Pas- 
sau. ‘ , 

It was reported that the Emperor had 
had.his leg broken. ‘The fact‘is, that a 
spent bal! grazed the heel of his boot, but 
did not touch the skin.
